Even children are led to regard every phase 
of life more important, and fuller of enjoy- 


ment, than any thing connected with the | 


privacy of home. 

American character is thus to a great ex- 
tent developed in an atmosphere of ¢xcite- 
ment, and nourished with the artificiality 
pertaining toan existence carried on before 
the eyes of the world. It is to this many 
faults in American manners, and perhaps 


also in American morals, are no doubt due, } 


We need the peculiar refining influence to 
be obtained only from a simple, yet elevated 
and attractive, home life. 

Enjoyment pure and simple or relaxation 
from serious occupations is an inherent de- 
mand of human nature. Andit is needed 
by men and women, as wellas by children. 
All work and no play makes John a dull 
man as inevitably as it makes Jack a dull 
boy. Most people realize this fact, only to 
look away and beyond them for pleasures 
which are either impossible for them to ob- 
tain, or having been obtained, prove unsat- 
isfactory. At the same time the best of all 
delights may lie unngticed at their feet. 

Again circumstances compel some fami- 
lies to live lives isolated from whatis called 
“society.”’. In their “idle hours” they must 
do without the joys of companionship, or 
tind them in theirown homecirciles. Biessed 
is the family that.is able to discover the pure 
happiness which even apparently narrow 
lives afford. ; 

Home pleasures as a rule should be those 
in which every member of the family can 
partake. They should be emphatically sim- 
ple pleasures, such as require loving care 
and thought for others, rather than the ex- 
penditure of wearisome labor or much 
money. They should be pleasures which 
keep the mind active, bringing healthy sat- 
isfactiodn without danger of dissipation or 
of enervating satiety. Finally they should 
be sufficiently varied to suit human nature’s 
love of change. 

A pleasure easily obtained, and almost 
universaliy agreeable, is to be found in 
reading aloud from an entertaining book of 
travels, an interesting story, or a book in 
which humor is largely intermingled. Nor 
is it strictly necessary that a book should 
be well read in order to give pleasure. Yet 
on the other hand a good reader can make 
a comparatively uninteresting book attract- 
ive. And there are probably few families 
containing no member sufficiently talented 


to become a good reader througt practice... 


If parents would only encourage their chil- 
dren from earliest childhood to read aloud 
from books and papers they understand 
and find interesting, good readers would no 
longer be rare, and an unfailing source of 
pleasure would be provided for many 
homes. This pleasure is dwelt upon because 
it is so commonly overlooked and unappre- 
ciated. Toread well will some day no doubt 
be considered as valuable an accomplish- 
ment as to sing, or to play upon some mu- 
sical instrument well. And as much pains 
will be taken to develop a talent for read- 


ing—not elocution—as are now given to the 


cultivation of musical talent. 

Music is somewhat universally recog- 
nized as an amusement, or more properly an 
enjoyment,suitable for the home circle. Yet 
as a rule, the piano or organ is opened, and 
the voice is used in singing many moretimes 
for the entertainment of guests than for 
the exclusive pleasure of a family. Story 
books often make it one of ‘their heroine’s 
special virtues, that she plays or sings some 
simple music occasionally-to please an old 
father. 

Every home ought to be furnished with a 
backgammon board, a set of checkers or 
chess-men, a box of dominoes,a game of 
authors or something similar. And these 
games should not be laid away on a shelf 
until company comes, but should be used 
principally as an innocent means of relaxa- 
tion for the different members of the house- 
hold. It should perhaps be said, for the 
sake of those conscientiously opposed to all 
games of chance, thatthey never do harm 
until united with a sordid spirit, which 
values only money or material rewards. 

The cultivatio® of flowers, “‘gardening for 
pleasure,’’ is usually an unending source of 
delight to the girls, and not unfrequently to 
the boys, of the household. 

Out-of-door sports in which all of the fam- 
ily can engage should be encouraged. Cro- 
quet, tennis, archery, etc., where they are 
feasible, and the family circle large enough, 
can generally be entered into with as much 
zest by fathers, mothers, brothers and sis- 
ters, as by a large mixed company, and 
without the addition of the many social 
features too often supposed to be indispen- 
sable. 

Family picnics, walks in the woods, fish- 
ing excursions, rides and drives, are pleas- 
ures especially enjoyed by the younger 
members of the family. 

Besides bringing parents and children 
nearer together, home pleasures increase 
the affection of brothers and sisters to- 
ward each other. They have thus not 
only a commonality of interests in child- 
hood and youth, but in after lifea tie of 

leasant memories connects them closely 
in each others thoughts. To be comrades 
and friends, as well as brothers and 
sisters, form a three-fold cord not easily 
broken. 

finally the tendency of these simple, easily 
obtained pleasures as a part of daily life, 
heartily enjoyed, is to encourage a noble 
simplicity of character. They give a digni- 
ty to little things, and add a fullness to 
life. They develop man’s ability to obtain 
good wherever it may be found. They 
prevent, to a great extent, a craving for 
unhealthy excitements and iess innocent 
pastames. And by keeping the mind fresh, 
and the senses alert and active, they pre- 
pare the way for the higher enjoyments 
possible for people of education and culture.

Under Military Rule. 

Jounstown, Pa., June 12.—Johns- 
town and the surrounding towns are 
now*under military rule. This morn- 
ing General Hastings took charge and 
the soldiers are placed on guard duty 
at all the commissary stations and 
morgues. A slight rain has been fall- 
ing all the morning, and the city pre- 
sents a most dismal appearance. 


Everything is turmoil and confusion 
and little or no work is being done. 
The sufferers were at the commis- 
stations early as usual this morn- 
ing and stood around in the rain sev- 
eral hours before they were served. 
They have the same distressed look as 
ever since the flood, and as the days 
roll by they do not seem to liven up 
any. In fact peopje here are just com- 
mencing to realize fully the terrible or- 
deal they have been through. Ex- 
citement has kept them up heretofore, 
but they are now conscious of the sit- 
uation, and if a number of suicides do 
not follow it will be something remark- 
able. For the first time since the ca- 
lamity people are commencing to talk 
of their financial Josses, which seem to 
worry them as much as anything else, 
and to say that a vast number of for- 
mer merchants are disheartened is 
putting it mildly. On all sides you 
will hear merehants exclaim: ‘Its 
no use, we will never recover from 
this; we have lost everything.”’ 


To Choose a Successor. 

New York, June 12.—The corridors 
of the Fifth Avenue Hotel are crowded 
with prominent Democrats. The Na- 
tional Committee met at noon to 
choose a successor to Chairman W. H. 
Barnum, deceased. 

Shortly after noon the committee 
was called to order, and Carlos French 
presented resolutions expressing regret 
at the death of W. H. Barnum, eulo- 
gizing the deceased as a citizen and 
statesman of fidelity, liberality, im- 
partiality, sdund judgment, tireless 
energy and acute penetration into the 
causes of political results. Senator 
Gorman spoke at length upon the good 
qualities of the departed. The resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted. Snit- 
able resolutions on the death of Capt.

Mr. Trude, however, said that 
it was very probabl- that a writ would 
be applied for. 

A strong chain of circumstantial 
evidence bas been wound about John 
J. Maroney, under arrest in New York 
on suspicion of being connected with 
the murder of Dr. Cronin. ‘The story 
as given by the authorities is as fol- 
lows: Photographs were procured of 
Maroney and McDonald, the other 
man arrested in New York. ‘Lhese 
were mixed with a number of others 
and shown first to salesman Hatfield 
of Revell & Co., who sold the furniture 
subsequently found in the. Carlson 
cottage, in which Dr. Cronin was mur- 
dered. Hatfield, without hesitation, 
picked out Maroney’s portrait as that 
of the man to whom he sold the fur- 
niture. The pictures were then shown 
to Throckmorton, the real estate agent 
who rented the compartment of Cro- 
nin’s ofiice. Throckmorton picked out 
the picture of Maroney as the man to 
whom he rented rooms. Once more 
the pictures were shuffled, and this 
time they were shown to expressman 
Martenson, who carted the furniture 
to the Carlson cottage, with the same 
result. In each case the man had 
given his name as J. B. Simmons. 

New York, June 12.—Maroney and 
McDonald were arraigned in the Police 
Court .this afternoon and committed 
without bail to await a requisition. 
Maroney said: ‘‘ I have no hesitation 
in going to Chicago, but if 1 will be 
permitted to prove an alibi here I 
would like to do so.’’ His lawyer in- 
terfered and stopped his talking any 
further. 

Cuica@o, June 12.—Chief Hubbard 
says that he understands that Ma- 
roney’s picture has been shown to 
Mrs. Conklin, and that she recognized 
it as that of the man who drove Dr. 
Croninaway. Requisition papers have 
been eecured from Governor Fifer, and 
this morning a Pinkerton detective 
started for New York with them. 

This afternoon Sullivan made an ap- 
plication by his attorney, returnable at 
4 o’clock, fora writ of habeas corpus. 
[t asserts that the verdict is insuffi- 
cient for his commitment without bail, 
and that. though a large amount of 
extra judiciary evidence was taken by 
the Coroner, no testimony sufficient to 
just‘fy his incarceration was produced, 
and his imprisonment was the result 
of passion and prejudice. He declares 
that he is entirely innocent of any con- 
nection with Cronin’s death.

An Agent Pays a Cheek, the In- 
dorsement of Whieh Was a 
Forgery.

A GREAT SNAKE STORY.

That Is, the Snake and the Story 
Are Both Whoppers.

This Tale, Which Is Impurted, Treats of 
the Sanguinary Life and Tragic Death 
of a Serpent That Swallowed Horses, 
Males and Men. 


The Port of Spain (Trinidad) Gazette pub- 
lishes the following extraordinary account 
of the depredations and capture of a mon- 
ster snake: 

“During the last two months it has been 
a matter of frequent complaint among the 
inhabitants of the districts east and north 
of Arima that their domestic animals of all 
kinds were being lost ina strange, unex- 
plained manner, usually at night. Scarcely 
a day seemed to pass withouta goator & 
pig, a calf or a donkey being reported miss- 
ing, and latterly even larger animals, some 
valuable mules and horses, had gone to join 

‘the smaller domestic fry that had disap- 
peared. A strange feature of these depre- 
dations was that no trace of blood was ever 
found at the spot visited, or in its neighbor- 
hood, to show sign of some struggie with a 
giant cayman or carnivorous beast, which 
the monster was at firstsupposed to be. Be- 
sides, no animal of the size required tocarry 
off a horse or mule was known to exist in 
the island. 

‘In many of the cases, however, it was 
noticed that the ground under tle cocoa 
trees and the forest undergrowth showed 
signs of having been crushed, not trampled 
upon, by the body of some smooth but 
gigantic beast. The people began to watch 
at night, no alarm as yet making known the 
passage of the monsteron his raids, save 
the barking of dogs, a few of which had 
also disappeared with dismal howls. It was 
also noticed that the traces through the 
vegetation always stopped at streams, and 
seemed to vanish altogether after that. 
This feature was clearly established in the 
case of the Aripo, Turureand Arima rivers, 

“One Sunday morning the inhabitants of 
Arima were thrown into consternation by 
the news that three children had disap- 
peared in the ward of Guanapo during the 
past week and they were supposed to have 
become the victims of the raiding monster. 
The grief of the parents and relatives of 
the missing children was describec as 
heartrending in the extreme. Mr. Har- 
ragin, the Warden, accompanied by the 
magistrate and others, hastened at once to 
visit the scenes of the casualties. The 
news was telegraphed to Port of Spain, 
and the Warden was instructed by the Gov- 
ernor to continue his efforts to track the 
monster, especially by collecting an armed 
posse and instituting energetic pursuit.

so observable in the case of other well 
known pests. He thought the shooting 
down of the monster at the earliest oppor- 
tunity the clear course to be pursued on the 
occasion. 

“Thursday morning a motley cavalcade 
was seen issuing out of Arima ina north- 
erly direction. They were the Warden and 
his party on their way to the Blue mount- 
ain, in the neighborhood of which search 
parties had located the snake the day be- 
fore. He had been seen by one of the 
hunters to enter the Guachavo.caves in the 
hill separated by a hollow from the mount- 
ain, and a cordon had gradually been 
formed round the hill to prevent his sally- 
ing out. Other parties were also on the 
‘war-path, and the party received several 
additions on the-way. From all reports it 
was now clear that the Huillia was at bay. 
But how best to engage him and destroy 
him in the deep cavities of the hill, where 
there was even a rushing stream anda 
kind of Stygian pool, was the excited sub- 
ject of discussion on the way. 

“The folloting plan of campaign was, 
however, finally agreed upon. He was to 
be shot down when and where to be seen, 
and dogs would be used to trace his exact 
haunt and give notice of his coming in case 
of a rush onward. ‘The guides were well 
acquainted with the immense caves where, 
besides the weird Guacharo, the great 
serpent had now taken up his abode. 

“The Warden’s party having reached the 
caves and another large party holding the 
entrance on the valley in the northern side, 
asort of forlorn hope py the Warden and 
principal for members of his party was 
organized for gradual entrance into the 
caverns as far as the light of day pene- 
trated, preceded by a couple of dogs held in 
leash by guides. Nothing was noticed for 
some minutes as the party stumbled their 
way over the rough rocks, save the mur- 
mur ef the fall and the mournful half 
screech of the dismal Guacharo bird. But 
as they drew nearer the pool at the foot of 
the waterfall the dogs began to get ex- 
cited and to evince a decided inclination to 
run back. There was sufficient light 
streaming through the entrances to dis- 
tinguisn pretty clearly all objects in the in- 
terior in the direct lineof the entrances. 
The party halted, both on account of the un- 
ruly disposition of the dogs and because 
one of the guides stated he had seen some- 
thing moving in the pool. 

‘With rifiés cocked, all eyes were now 
fixed upon the pool. The dogs now began 
to howl, and whether the noise roused 
the termble occupant of the caves or he 
otherwise became aware of the existence 
of the party, the head of a monstrous snake 
suddenly appeared on the surface of the 
pool, and two large and lustrous eyes be- 
came fixed with a diabolical gleam on the 
intruders. An angry hiss, hke the plung- 
ing of-a red-hot beam into the pool, issued 
from the hideous head. A muttered signal, 
and a volley rang with reverbdcrating 
echoes through the caves. Large stones 
fell upon the jagged roof, and the startled 
Guacharos flew wildly in all directions, ut- 
tering their dismal screech. The Huilla 
had not been killed by the bullets aimed at 
hishead. With great rapidity he seemed 
to uncoil his length from the depthsof the 
pool, and with fully twenty-five feet of his 
body raised and curved forward as if to dart 
at his assailers he seemed to be emerging 
from the pool. 

“A few whispered words notified half 
the party to aim at his head and the other 
half at the central part of his body. The 
second volley produced the desired effect, 
The colossal snake leaped wholly out of the 
pool, and with a few terrible convulsions, 
in which he lashed the water and the floor 
of the cavern, he sank quivering to the 
ground, a third volley for a quietus insur- 
ing his certain death. This,fact was then 
made sure of, and the caves were soon in- 
vaded by the pursuers. 

“The monster was dragged out into the 
level and found to measure forty-seven 
feet, the thickest part of his body having 
a diametor of two and a half feet. In color 
he was yellow in the under part of his 
body, dark above, with dark rings en- 
circling the body, between which semi- 
lunar gray disks served as-spots to yarie- 
gate the skin. He was opened by the ma- 
chetas of some cocoa pruners. In him there 
were found the half-digested body of a deer, 
and a number of forma pauperis forms, 
probably swallowed by him, with the body 
of some unknown and unfortunate cocoa 
contractor. 

“The joyful concourse, dragging the mon- 
ster, reached Arima, where the necessary 
steps were taken to preserve the carcass 
for display in the Council Hall of Port of 
Spain. The exciting occurrences connect- 
ed with this monster are still the subject of 
general discussion and gossip.”
